posing the intellectual purposes of-the 
college, lies iu-'the Increasing luxury of 
college living. 
The college may help 


the life of the nation through tLe iutell- 
gent and sympathetic treatment of all 
sociological'questions. 
The 20th cen- 


tury is to be a sociological age. 
, The 


college may further aid nationar life by 
'the presentation of a Christianity which 
is rationally intense without being sec- 
tarian. 


A third method by which the college 


may bless American life Is through! the 
inculcation and illustration of broad! and 
high patriotism. The college should ir. 
culcate love for country; a patriotism 
which Is broad, enthusiastic and vital; 
a patriotism high without boastfulne&s; 
a patriotism deep as the instincts of the 
human heart. It is thus that the Amer- 
ican college can lead the people in times 
of a national crisis through ways of 
strength into ways of peace. 


The American college should have for 


Us purpose the giving of the best educa- 
tion to every boy or girl who desires It. 
I should be glad to see the time come 
when a college education would be so 
cheap that every poor boy and girl could 
have it, also to have it remain sufficient- 
ly high to make every 
boy and girl 


that does have it feel that It Is of priceless 
worth. 


President B. L. Whitman of Colby
